Inside the CTA 
suggestion box 

The “E’ platform has become the public 
platform. 

The “Give a Minute” campaign— an 
initiative by CEOs for Cities, a group of 
urban leaders— recently encouraged Chi- 
cagoland residents to submit their ideas 
on how to improve their biking, walking 
and CTA riding experience in the city 

More than 1,500 residents have of- 
fered suggestions to giveaminute.info 
since early November. Last week, a team 
of transportation and land use experts 
reviewed the submissions and brain- 
stormed strategies to improve the ways 
Chicago gets around. 

Going Public compiled the most com- 
mon CTA suggestions to the campaign. 

» Train tracker. Citing the success of Bus 
Tracker, participants asked for a similar 
system that would tell riders when trains 
will arrive at their stop. Some stations 
already are testing this system, and CTA 
president Rich Rodriguez said there will 
be an announcement about train tracker 
before the end of the year. 

» Heated bus shelters and more heat 
lamps on platforms. “[Lamps] often get 
crowded to the point where I can’t fit anymore,” a River dale-area resi- 
dent wrote. 

» Increased service. Some riders recommended restoring the cuts in 
February that reduced bus service by 18 percent while others suggested 
running more trains 24 hours a day like on the Red and Blue lines. 

» Bus-only lanes, especially on Lake Shore Drive. “I would take the bus 
more if it had right of way. Traffic people should prioritize buses and let 
them through,” a River North-area resident suggested. 

» Fewer bus stops along certain routes. One rider suggested removing 
every other bus stop on most routes, or at least those that are less than 
a block apart. 

» A CTA train stop in Hyde Park, which is served by Metra and CTA 
buses. “Build an T line straight to the University of Chicago and name 
it the ‘Maroon Line,’ ” one rider wrote. 

More unusual suggestions included public restrooms in stations, 
a smart card system that would reward frequent riders with gift 
certificates to local retailers, free WiFi, music playing between stops, 
a lottery in which riders have a chance to win a prize and free rides on 
Fridays.

Rahm Emanuel is expected to spend hours 
testifying under oath Tuesday at a hearing 
on whether he can remain on the mayoral 
ballot, with a long list of objectors quizzing 
him about whether his time away from 
Chicago at the White House makes him 
ineligible to run. 

But those objectors won’t get a chance 
to question Emanuel’s wife, based on a rul- 
ing Monday by the hearing officer for the 
Chicago Board of Election Commission- 
ers. Emanuel’s opponents argued that Amy 
Rule could testify about the schooling of 
the couple’s three children in Washington 
and about the couple’s renting of their 
Chicago home. 

Hearing officer Joseph A. Morris left 
open the possibility she could be called 
later but agreed with Emanuel’s lawyers, 
who argued she wouldn’t add anything per- 
tinent that Emanuel won’t address. 

The issue is, when Emanuel agreed to 
serve as President Obama’s White House 


chief of staff, “did he intend to abandon 
Chicago as his place of residence,” Emanu- 
el attorney Kevin Eorde said. 

Emanuel is lined up as the first witness 
Tuesday morning, facing veteran election 
lawyer Burt Odelson, who is representing 
the lead objectors. Odelson said he has 
45 minutes’ worth of questions and is 
slated to be followed by an attorney for 
community activist William “Dock” Walls, 
who is running for mayor. 

Erom there, more than 20 other attor- 
neys and citizen-objectors acting as their 
own lawyers will get a crack at the former 
U.S. representative and White House vet- 
eran known for brass tacks negotiating 
in Washington’s power circles. Some of 
that questioning could be fairly colorful, 
as some of those representing themselves 
during the past several days have shown 
they are not legal experts. 

Morris said he may allow the proceed- 
ings to run late Tuesday and said he hopes 
he can wrap up the matter by Thursday 


Other expected witnesses include Emanu- 
el’s renter Robert Halpin, who refused to 
end his lease of the North Side home early 
when Emanuel returned to Chicago. 

Objectors to Emanuel’s candidacy argue 
he does not meet the requirement that 
candidates live in Chicago for a year be- 
fore an election because he was serving in 
Washington. 

Both sides are expected to make argu- 
ments based on interpretations of the 
many documents in the case. Odelson, for 
instance, has highlighted that the couple 
filed Illinois taxes as “part-time” residents 
in 2009 and amended that filing after the 
ballot challenge. 

“The document speaks for itself, he de- 
clared himself to be a part-time resident,” 
Odelson said. 

Emanuel’s team submitted a pre-trial 
brief Monday laying out many of the ar- 
guments his lawyers will make in the case, 
emphasizing Emanuel always has returned 
to Chicago after stints in Washington.

Preckwinkle 
puts brakes 
on spending

Cook County Board President Toni Preck- 
winkle said Monday she will halt spending 
on “non-essential” construction, equip- 
ment and service contracts in a move that 
could end up saving tens of millions of dol- 
lars during the budget year that’s already 
underway 

The moratorium will stay in place until 
the board in late February approves a 2011 
budget, Preckwinkle said. Between now 
and then, the county will determine which 
contracts can be deferred, eliminated or 
altered to save money 

“The moratorium is a cornerstone of the 
much-needed overhaul of county spending 
strategies,” said Preckwinkle, who took of- 
fice one week ago. “This is the first step 
toward ending waste in Cook County” 

Taking a shot at her predecessor, Todd 
Stroger, she added: “We won’t spend like 
the county did in the past. We’re creating 
a process to review, defer, restructure and 
even eliminate all ill-advised contracts and 
wasteful spending that marked the previ- 
ous administration.” 

Preckwinkle’s announcement came as 
she grapples with an estimated shortfall of 
more than $480 million in the budget year 
that began Dec. i. The gap leaves her and 
other countywide elected officials scram- 
bling to find ways to reduce spending. 
Preckwinkle has until the end of January 
to submit a balanced budget. 

The moratorium will include a list of 96 
approved projects estimated to cost about 
$495 million and 85 planned projects yet to 
be approved that total $191 million.

A Virginia federal judge on Monday found 
a key part of President Obama’s sweeping 
health care reform law unconstitutional, set- 
ting the stage for a protracted legal struggle 
likely to wind up in the Supreme Court. 

U.S. District Judge Henry Hudson struck 
down the “individual mandate” requiring 
most Americans to purchase health insurance 
by 2014. 

The Justice Department is expected to 
challenge the judge’s findings in a federal ap- 
peals court. 

Hudson’s opinion contradicts other court 
rulings finding the mandate constitutionally 
permissible.

Big Ten commissioner Jim Delany can only hope that “Legends” and 
“Leaders” are an acquired taste. Because judging by the initial reaction 
to the league’s new division names, the public and media think they 
were served rotten eggs. 

“If people don’t embrace it in the first hour, then maybe after 24-36 
hours ... or in a couple of years,” Delany said. ‘Anytime you have some- 
thing new, it takes some getting used to.” 

The Big Ten on Monday also unveiled new logos for 2011, when

Derrick Rose hurt late 
as Bulls pull away 

Defense and rebounding may not always be 
pretty or exciting to watch, but they underpin 
championships. 

Just ask Tom Thibodeau, who watched the 
2008 Celtics ride their mastery of those areas 
to an NBA title. 

Throughout much of Monday night, the 
Bulls looked about as smooth offensively as 
an unplowed side street. But rebounding and 
defense helped them eventually to outlast the 
Pacers 92-73 for their sixth straight victory 

Throw in a 22-point, 18 -rebound effort 
from Carlos Boozer, and the Bulls have post-

We know if we get stops and get in transi- 
tion, things are easier for us on offense.” 

The Bulls pulled away late with an ii-o 
run that turned a 73-69 game into an 84- 
69 bulge. Derrick Rose, who finished with 
17 points, 12 assists and six rebounds, and 
Boozer each scored four in the spurt. 

The Bulls received a scare with i minute, 56 
seconds remaining when Rose fell hard on his 
right wrist after driving and getting undercut 
by Brandon Rush, who was trying to draw a 
charge. 

Rose stayed on the floor for several seconds 
grimacing before coming back out of the en- 
suing timeout to sink one of two free throws. 

Thibodeau said Rose assured trainer Fred 
Tedeschi that he could shoot the free throws. 
Thibodeau also said Tedeschi checked Rose’s 
wrist after the game and didn’t have any re- 
sults yet.
